FEEDING AND CARE OF THE 
MARKET PIG 

In order to bring the pig to market 
weight in tthe shortest possible time 
with a minimum feed cost, it must re+ 
ceive a balanced ration and be kept 
in a thrifty growing condition from 
birth to finish. The Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm, Indian Head, states 
W. W. Cram, offers the following 
suggestions on the care and feeding 
of the market pig: 

Young pigs will begin to eat when 
two or three weeks of age and itis a 
good practice to provide a small 
trough in a “creep” away from the 
sow in which equal parts of finely 
ground sifted oats and oat mid lings 
are supplied in the dry state. Sweet 
skim milk should be provided in a sec- 
ond trough cere being taken to keep 
the milk sweet and troughs clean. If 
the litter has not access to the soil, 
fresh sos provided daily will help to 
guand against anaemia and other 
mineral deficiency troubles. It is ad- 
visable to castrate male pigs before 
weaning as the operation is then eas- 
ily perfonmed and has little effect on 
the pigs. . 

Litters should generally be weaned 
at six to eight weeks of age. If the 
creep method of supplementary feed- 
ing is used previous to this time and 
an ample supply of skim-milk or fbut- 
tenmi'x is available to balance the 
rrain ration, the young: pigs will not 
receive any setback. All changes of 
feed must be mate gradually to avoid 
diges!ive troubies. A suitable meal 
mixture for weanling pigs consists of 
200 pounds oat chop and 100 pounds 
barley chop. Hand-feed three or four 
times deily at first supplying only as 
much meal as the pigs will clean up 
with 214 to 3 pounds of skim milk per 
pound of grain. In the absence of 
sikim-milk or ‘buttermi'k ten per cent, 
of tankage snould ‘be included in the 
grain mixture. All grains should be 
finely ground. Soaking the mixture 
HMetween feedings makes it more pal- 
atable and improves digestion. One 
iper cent. of common salt aded to the 
ration will increase daily gains and 
decrease production costs. 

A cheap home-made mineral mix- 
ture containing 76 pounds of slack 
coal 20 pounds salt, 3 pounds air- 
slacked lime or ground limestone and 
1 pound of sulphur, self-fed in boxes 
to pigs of all ages, will promote more 
rapid and economical gains. 

If the presence of roundiworms is 
suspected, treat the pigs for these 
soon after weaning. A small half- 
teaspoonful per pig of Oil of Cheno- 
podium in a little milk afiter starving 
12 hours, followed iby a second treat- 
ment in 10 days has given good re- 
sults. 

The growing pig thrives fbest in 
clean, dry comfortable quarters with 
shelter from wind and eun, Allow 
moderate exercise which may be pro- 
vided by giving access to a small yard 
or pastuire for short daily periods 
‘when weather permits. Lesg exercise 
jis necessany as growing and finishing

GREENER PASTURES 
FAIRER PROSPECTS 

The return of the robin with his 
cheery song heralds the beginning of a 
new crop year. Warm April showers 
have aroused pliant life from its leng 
sleep, and the farmer who is we.! 
wearied of winter chores eagerly we!- 
comes the sight of green grass grow- 
ing in the pasture field. (ows pro- 
duce more mitk and most classes of 
livestock can be fed more cheaply on 
it than on any other feed. In truth, 
says G. R. Snyder, soil chemist, grass 
is the key to profitable livestock pro- 
cuuctién, and means of promoting its 
early and continuous growth forms a 
definite vart of a progressive voticy. 

Farmers have long recognized the 

importance of seeding the most pro- 
ductive strains of wheat and other 
cereals, but have generally overlooked 
the fact that there may be as :nuch 
individuality in the various timothy, 
clover or bluegrass plants in a pas- 
ture or hay ficid ag one finds in the 
different strains of wheat. Henbage 
experts recognized this fact some 
time ago and lave made great pro- 
gress in the development of improved 
leafy strains of pasture grasses 
through selecticn and cross-breeding. 
Pastures seedej with these may well 
provide food for more animals for a 
longer season. 
! The principle that old weedy pas- 
tunes can best be improved by p'ow- 
ing up and reseeding with simple 
‘compatible mixtures, has rapidly 
gained recognition. Before reseeiing 
however, the fertility of the-soil must 
Ibe restored. 'The minerals, especiaily 
ealcium and phosphorus, have been 
carried off in the bones, teeth, blood 
and milk of the animals and these 
must ibe replaced. There is also much 
to be said for good manuring and the 
thorough cultivation tto improve the 
physical condition of the soil and de- 
stroy the weeds. 

Professor R. G. Stapleton, Director 
,of the famous plant-breeding stat‘on 
at Aberystwyth, Wales, states that he 
thas been driven to the conclusion that 
there is immense value in the urine 
and dung of animals acting directly 
on the sod of sward. Fertilizer is 
first applied to increase’ growth and 


‘oth the point of improved quality of 
herbage an improved soil fertility. 
While the mineral fertilizers arc 
‘best applied in the fall, followed per- 
fhapg iby a supplementary application 
of nitrogen in the spring, farmers 
who neglected the fall applications 
need not miss the benefits of improv- 
ed pasture this year, but can obtair 


fertilizer such as a 2-12-6, 2-16-6 or 
4-12-6 in spring. . 

Experienced stockmen know that 
proper grazing management is an 
important factor. Cloge grazing with 
occasional rest periods, and the use of 
the mower if necessary, proluce the 
best results. As the Scottish shep- 
herds say, “Grass grown in May 
should ‘be eaten in May.”

THE MUNICIPAL DISTRICT OF GILT EDGE 


No. 422 


To: All owners and occupants of land. 


Your attention is directed to the provisions 
of the Agricultural Pests Act, which requires 
every owner and occupant of land to destroy 
all pests specified within the aforementioned 
Act. 

The Municipal District is required to direct 
and see that every owner and occupant of land 
takes the necessary precautions and conducts 
an active and aggressive control programme 
with respect to grasshoppers present on lands 
under its control. 


The Act provides for quite severe penalties 
for anyone failing to comply with its regula- 
tions. 


A research conducted by The Department 
of Agriculture last season indicates that this 
district may expect to be troubled with Grass- 
hoppers in 1938. ~— While it is believed that 
the weather conditions so far this spring have 
been unfavorable to the hatching of the grass- 
hopper eggs every occupant of land should re- 
port any patches discovered to their Councillor 
or the Secretary immediately.
